To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Wimbledon  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Eighteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  15,281 
volumes,  as  against  14,577  ^ast  year.  The  Lending 
Library  contains  9,695  volumes,  an  increase  of  333 
volumes  ;  and  the  Reference  Library  5,586  books 
and  pamphlets,  an  increase  of  371  volumes. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  111,048, 
which  show  a  decrease  of  4,609.  Of  this  total 
94,876  were  issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  and

16,172  in  the  Reference  Library.  In  the  Lending 
Library  there  was  a  decrease  of  3,830  in  the  Fiction 
issue,  and  908  in  the  Juvenile,  but  we  are  gratified 
to  report  that  in  the  issue  of  other  works  there  was 
an  increase  of  2,620. 

The  Reference  Library  was  used  by  13,744 
persons. 

The  following  table  compares  the  class  ot 
literature  read  now  with  that  read  during  the  first 
complete  year  of  the  Library's  work,  and  also  with 
that  of  the  middle  period  (1896-7).  In  the  first  two 
periods  the  Fiction  and  Juvenile  issues  were 
combined.

The  number  of  tickets  issued  to  borrowers  was 
3,282,  an  increase  of  704. 
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A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading  Room 
taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on  an 
average  1,425  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months 
averaged  241,  and  during  the  winter  months  247. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Reading  Room,  long  a 
cause  of  complaint,  has  been  improved  by  placing 
four  dormer  windows  in  the  roof. 

The  number  of  books  added  amounted  to  704,  of 
which  175  were  purchased,  and  529  presented. 
There  were  many  noteworthy  additions  during  the 
year,  and  one  we  may  specially  mention  is  a  copy 
of  the  rare  and  valuable  4  History  of  Surrey,'  by 
Manning  and  Bray. 

Five  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  annual 
stocktaking,  eight  were  lost  by  default,  and  three 
were  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers. 

Many  books  were  withdrawn  during  the  year, 
and  where  necessary  were  replaced  by  new  copies. 

The  catalogue,  upon  the  compilation  of  which 
the  Librarian  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  last 
report,  was  completed  in  August :  541  copies  have 
since  been  sold. 

Previous  to  the  catalogue  being  printed  the 
whole  of  the  books  in  the  Lending  Library  were 
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re-classified  and  arranged  on  a  modification  of  the 
Dewey  Decimal  System,  as  employed  in  the 
Reference  Library. 

As  in  former  years,  special  lists  of  books  on 
subjects  of  current  interest  were  prepared  and 
posted  in  the  Reading  Room. 

The  cases  round  the  Reading  Room  have  been 
glazed  in  order  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
room,  and  to  receive  the  Museum  Collection. 
Several  additions  to  the  collection  were  made 
during  the  year,  but  we  would  specially  call 
attention  to  the  need  of  objects  of  local  interest, 
and  respectfully  solicit  donations. 

The  donors  of  books  and  periodicals  have  been 
numerous  :  among  them  we  again  specially 
mention  Col.  LI.  W.  Longstaff,  who  contributed 
83  volumes. 

With  the  object  of  encouraging  the  use  of  the 
Library  for  purposes  of  serious  study,  the  Committee 
have,  since  January  1st,  introduced  Students' 
Tickets,  as  in  use  at  the  principal  London  and 
provincial  libraries.  These  tickets  are  issued  in 
addition  to  the  ordinary  Readers'  Tickets,  and  are 
not  available  for  works  of  fiction. 

The  number  of  Students'  Tickets  which  were 
issued  up  to  March  31st  was  83. 
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The  receipts,  together  with  the  balance  of 
£68  3s.  gd.,  amounted  to  £1,524  10s.  6d.,  and  the 
expenditure  to  £1,518  lis.  gd.,  leaving  a  balance  in 
favour  of  the  Committee  of  £5  18s.  gd. 

Financial  statements  and  the  usual  statistical 
tables  are  appended.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses 
of  the  Borough  of  Wimbledon. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Nineteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  16,060 
volumes  as  against  15,281  last  year.  The  Lending 
Library  contains  10,067  volumes,  an  increase  of  372 
volumes  ;  and  the  Reference  Library  5,993  books 
and  pamphlets,  an  increase  of  407  volumes. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  120,359,  which 
show  an  increase  of  9,311.  Of  this  total  101,545 
were  issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  and  18,814 
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in  the  Reference  Library.  In  the  Lending  Library 
issues  there  was  an  increase  of  6,669;  2,198  only 
being  Fiction  or  Juvenile  works  :  and  in  the 
Reference  Library  there  was  an  increase  of  2,642. 

The  number  of  visits  recorded  to  the  Reference 
Library  was  13,198.  The  Committee  are  gratified 
at  the  use  made  of  the  Reference  Library,  and  will 
endeavour,  should  funds  permit,  to  bring  this 
useful  department  more  up  to  date. 

The  following  table  compares  the  classes  of 
literature  read  now  with  those  read  during  the  first 
complete  year  of  the  Library's  work,  with  those  of 
the  middle  period  (1896-7),  and  with  those  of 
1904-5.  In  the  first  two  periods  the  Fiction  and 
Juvenile  issues  were  combined.

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The  number  of  ordinary  tickets  issued  to 
borrowers  was  3,521,  an  increase  of  239.  In 
addition  380  Students'  Tickets  were  issued,  an 
increase  of  297. 

A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading  Room 
taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on  an 
average  1,457  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months 
averaged  210,  and  during  the  winter  months  230. 

The  number  of  books  added  amounted  to  779,  of 
which  388  were  purchased,  and  391  presented. 

The  Committee  have  arranged  to  publish  a 
Quarterly  List  of  the  Books  added  to  the  Library. 
The  first  number  will  be  published  in  September, 
and  will  be  obtainable  gratis  on  application. 

Eight  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking,  three  were  lost  by  default,  and  ten 
were  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers. 

Many  books  were  withdrawn  during  the  year, 
and  where  necessary  were  replaced  by  new  copies. 

The  Committee  considered  the  question  of 
supplying  books  for  blind  readers.     They  were 
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only  able  to  obtain  the  names  of  three  persons 
likely  to  make  use  of  books  in  the  Braille  type,  and 
as  the  works  are  costly,  it  was  resolved  to  purchase 
two  copies  of  the  '  Braille  Weekly '  for  a  time. 

As  in  former  years,  special  lists  of  books  on 
subjects  of  current  interest  were  prepared  and 
posted  in  the  building. 

The  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  have  been 
numerous.  A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix. 

The  question  of  the  obliteration  of  betting  news 
from  the  daily  newspapers  was  considered,  and  it 
was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter. 

The  Committee  again  call  attention  to  the  need 
of  objects  of  local  interest  for  the  Museum.  They 
endeavoured  during  the  year  to  obtain  a  grant  of 
objects  for  exhibition  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  but  regret  that  the  Trustees  grant  loans 
of  specimens  to  those  Institutions  only  in  which  a 
separate  room  is  available  for  their  display.

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expenditure  to  .£1,394  10s.  6<±,  leaving  a  balance 
in  favour  of  the  Committee  of  £188  10s.  iod.

OF  THE 

WIMBLEDON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  ended  March  31st,  tqo?. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Wimbledon. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Twentieth  Annual  Report. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  17,490 
volumes,  as  against  16,060  last  year.  The  Lending 
Library  contains  10,581  volumes,  an  increase  of  514 
volumes  ;  and  the  Reference  Library  6,909  books  and 
pamphlets,  an  increase  of  916  volumes. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  123,579,  which 
show  an  increase  of  3,220.  Of  this  total  103,365  were 
issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  and  20,214  in  the 
Reference  Library.    In  the  Lending  Library  there  was 
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an  increase  of  2,412  in  the  issues  of  non-Fiction,  and  a 

decrease  of  592  in  the  issues  of  Fiction  and  Juvenile 

Works.    In  the  Reference  Library  the  number  of  visits 

recorded  was  14,115,  an  increase  of  917;  and  there  was 

an  increase  of  1,400  in  the  number  of  works  consulted. 
• 

Special  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  the 
stock  of  the  Reference  Library,  and  many  important 
additions  were  made  in  all  sections,  thereby  increasing 
the  value  and  usefulness  of  this  department.  Among  the 
more  notable  books  added,  particular  attention  may  be

The  number  of  ordinary  tickets  issued  to  borrowers 
was  3,611,  an  increase  of  90.  In  addition,  456  Students' 
Tickets  were  issued,  an  increase  of  76. 

A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading  Room 
taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on  an 
average  1,503  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months  averaged 
198,  and  during  the  winter  months  231. 

Two  long  reading-stands  were  purchased  for  the 
news  room,  to  accommodate  20  newspapers,  and  a  light 
was  fitted  over  each  paper.  These  stands  replace  the  old 
single  slopes,  and  add  considerably  to  the  comfort  of 
newspaper  readers.  ' 

The  number  of  books  added  amounted  to  1,430,  of 
which  1,074  were  purchased,  and  356  presented. 

Two  numbers  of  the  Quarterly  List  of  Books  added 
to  the  Library  were  published.  Besides  containing  a  list 
of  additions,  the  January  number  included  select  lists  of 
books  on  subjects  taught  at  the  Technical  Institute. 

Three  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking.  One  was  lost  by  default,  and  ten  were  lost 
and  paid  for  by  borrowers. 

Many  books  were  withdrawn  during  the  year  and, 
where  necessary,  were  replaced  by  new  copies. 

As  in  former  years,  special  lists  of  books  on  subjects

of  current  interest  were  prepared  and  posted  in  the 
building.  When  possible,  future  lists  will  be  published 
in  the  Quarterly  pamphlet. 

The  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  were  numerous. 
A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  question  of  the  obliteration  of  betting  news 
from  the  daily  newspapers  was  again  considered,  and  it 
was  decided  to  black  out  the  betting  odds. 

The  Committee  are  anxious  to  collect  material 
relating  to  the  history  of  the  Borough  and  Surrey 
generally.  They  would  be  glad  to  receive  prints, 
photographs,  or  printed  matter  relating  to  the  Town  or 
County. 

The  receipts,  together  with  the  balance  of 
£188  ios.  iod.,  amounted  to  ,£1,963  19s.  2d.,  and  the 
expenditure  to  £1,710  4s.  9d.,  leaving  a  balance  in 
favour  of  the  Committee  of  £253  14s.  5d. 

Financial  statements  and  the  usual  statistical  tables 
are  appended.

The  Lending 
Library  contains  11,654  volumes,  an  increase  of  1,073 
volumes ;  and  the  Reference  Library  7,258  books  and 
pamphlets,  an  increase  of  349  volumes.  Of  the  books 
added  1,156  were  purchased,  and  266  presented. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  133,374,  which 
show  an  increase  of  9,795.  Of  this  total  111,509 
were  issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  and  21,865  in 
the  Reference  Libraiy.  The  Lending  Library  issues 
were  8,144  more  than  last  year.  In  the  Reference 
Library  the  number  of  visits  recorded  was  16,423,  an 
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increase  of  2,308,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  1,651 
in  the  number  of  works  consulted.  These  figures  do 
not  include  Directories  and  Annuals  which  are 
placed  in  the  newsroom. 

The  number  of  ordinary  tickets  issued  to 
borrowers  was  3,660,  an  increase  of  49.  In  addition 
583  Students'  Tickets  were  issued,  an  increase  of  127. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  number  of 
readers  the  stock  of  standard  Fiction  was  found  to  be 
inadequate.  To  remedy  this  duplicates  of  306  of  the 
works  of  recognised  authors  were  purchased. 

The  following  table  compares  the  classes  of 
literature  read  now  with  those  read  during  the  first 
complete  year  of  the  Library's  work,  with  those  of  the 
middle  period  (1898-9),  and  with  those  of  1906-7.  In 
the  first  two  periods  the  Fiction  and  Juvenile  issues 
were  combined.

327  Worn-out  books  withdrawn  from  circulation 
were  replaced  by  new  copies. 

Four  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking,  three  were  lost  by  default,  and  twelve 
were  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers. 

A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading 
Room  taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on 
an  average  1.557  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months 
averaged  200,  and  during  the  winter  months  217. 
To  add  to  the  accommodation  and  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  room  five  new  tables  were  pur- 
chased during  the  year. 

The  lighting  of  the  Library  was  considerably 
improved  by  fitting  Osram  lamps  of  greater  candle 
power. 

A  new  double  book  stack  was  purchased  for  the 
Lending  Library  to  accommodate  the  increased  stock. 

The  issue  of  the  Quarterly  List  of  Books  added 
to  the  Library  was  continued. 

In  July  the  Borough  Council  granted  two  rooms 
in  Wandle  Park  House  for  use  as  Reading  Rooms. 
These  rooms  were  furnished  by  the  Committee  and 
provided  with  ten  newspapers  and  21  magazines  and 
periodicals.  The  average  daily  attendance  has 
been  55. 

The  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  were  numerous. 
A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 
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The  Library  contains  a  small  collection  of  local 
prints  and  printed  matter.  The  Committee  would  be 
glad  to  receive  copies  of  prints  and  photographs  to 
enlarge  the  collection. 

At  a  conference  between  the  Education  Com- 
mittee and  the  Library  Committee  held  in  January  it 
was  decided  to  organise  a  system  of  school  libraries. 
The  cost  of  these  Libraries  is  borne  by  the  Education 
Committee,  and  they  are  governed  by  a  Committee 
composed  of  members  of  the  Library  Committee,  the 
Education  Committee,  and  the  Teachers.  Your 
Librarian  was  appointed  Librarian  to  the  Joint 
Committee  and  the  work  of  organisation  was  under- 
taken by  him  and  his  staff.  The  number  of  books  in 
the  Libraries  to  date  is  936,  and  the  number  issued 
during  the  two  terms,  September  to  March,  was 
12,529. 

The  receipts,  together  with  the  balance  of 
£253  14s.  5d.,  amounted  to  £2,000  3s.  4d.,  and  the 
expenditure  to  £ 1,867  9s.  8d.,  leaving  a  balance  in 
favour  of  the  Committee  of  £132  13s.  8d.

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Twenty-second  Annual  Report. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  20,153 
volumes,  as  against  18,912  last  year.  The  Lending 
Library  contains  12,223  volumes,  an  increase  of  569 
volumes  ;  and  the  Reference  Library  7,930  books  and 
pamphlets,  an  increase  of  672  volumes.  Of  the  books 
added  930  were  purchased,  and  311  presented.

were  replaced  by  new  copies. 
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Five  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking,  eight  were  lost  by  default,  seventeen 
were  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers,  and  two  were 
stolen  from  the  Reference  Room. 

A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading 
Room  taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on 
an  average  1,532  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months 
averaged  196,  and  during  the  winter  months  237. 

The  wood  block  floor  of  the  Reading  Room  was 
replaced  in  July  at  a  cost  of  £51  10s.  8d. 

The  issue  of  the  Quarterly  List  of  Books  was 
discontinued  as  the  publisher  was  unable  to  obtain 
sufficient  support  from  advertisers  to  cover  the  cost 
of  a  free  distribution. 

The  Reading  Room  at  Wandle  Park  House  was 
closed  on  August  15th,  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
attendance. 

The  Committee  asked  the  Borough  Council  to 
grant  a  site  for  a  Branch  Library  on  the  Haydon's 
Road  Recreation  Ground,  the  Council  were,  how- 
ever, unable  to  accede  to  the  request. 

The  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  were  numerous. 
A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  Committee  are  gratified  at  the  use  made  of 
the  Reference  Library,  and  hope  that  the  attendance 
in  the  room  will  still  further  increase  as  the  usefulness 
of  the  collection  becomes  better  appreciated  by  the 
Burgesses. 
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The  Surrey  collection  now  numbers  353  items. 
83  Local  Deeds,  Wills,  and  Admissions  to  the  Manor 
of  Wimbledon  dating  from  the  16th  century  were 
acquired  during  the  year.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

WIMBLEDON   PUBLIC   LIBRARY  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1910. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Wimbledon. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Twenty-third  Annual  Report. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  20,855 
volumes,  as  against  20,158  last  year.  The  Lending 
Libraiy  contains  12,472  volumes,  a  net  increase  of 
249  volumes  ;  and  the  Reference  Library  8,383  books 
and  pamphlets,  an  increase  of  453  volumes.  539 
Books  withdrawn  from  circulation  were  not  replaced. 
Of  the  books  added  986  were  purchased,  and  255 
presented. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  151,347,  which 
show  a  decrease  of  517.  Of  this  total  123,006  were 
issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  and  28,341  in  the 
Reference  Library.  The  Lending  Library  issues 
were  3,988  less  than  last  year.  In  the  Reference 
Libraiy  the  number  of  visits  recorded  was  17,939,  an 
increase  of  1,336,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  3,471 
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in  the  number  of  works  consulted.  These  figures  do 
not  include  Directories  and  Annuals  which  are 
placed  or  issued  in  the  reading  room. 

In  the  issues  of  books  other  than  Fiction  there 
was  again  a  substantial  increase.  In  1906-7  the  non- 
Fiction  issues  numbered  13,192,  in  1908-9  55,165, 
and  during  the  past  year  58,641. 

The  number  of  ordinary  tickets  issued  to 
borrowers  was  3,780,  a  decrease  of  27.  In  addition

500  Worn-out  books  withdrawn  from  circulation 
were  replaced  by  new  copies. 
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Four  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking,  eight  were  lost  by  default,  fifteen 
were  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers,  and  two  were 
stolen  from  the  Reference  Room. 

In  February  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Chance  and 
Bland,  of  Gloucester,  was  accepted  for  printing  a 
new  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  Lending  Library. 
The  catalogue  will  be  ready  for  circulation  in  August. 

A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading 
Room  taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on 
an  average  1,590  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months 
averaged  220,  and  during  the  winter  months  266. 

The  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  svere  numerous. 
A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  both  in  the  number  of  visitors  to  and  in  the 
issues  in  the  Reference  Library.  No  effort  has  been 
spared  to  make  this  department  as  complete  as 
possible,  and  it  is  now  a  resort  of  many  serious 
students. 

The  long  deferred  question  of  arranging  Talks 
on  the  Books  matured  in  September,  and  the  in- 
augural lecture  was  given  in  October.  On  the  whole 
the  lectures  were  well  attended  but  did  not  appear  to 
have  any  influence  on  the  issues  of  books  relating  to 
the  subjects  discussed.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

WIMBLEDON   PUBLIC   LIBRARY  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1911. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Wimbledon. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  21,850 
volumes,  as  against  20,855  last  year.  The  Lending 
Library  contains  13,109  volumes,  a  net  increase  of 
637  volumes ;  and  the  Reference  Library  8,741  books 
and  pamphlets,  a  net  increase  of  358  volumes.  55 
Books  withdrawn  from  circulation  were  not  replaced. 
Of  the  books  added  910  were  purchased,  and  140 
presented. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  164,577,  which 
show  an  increase  of  13,230.  Of  this  total  131 ,608  were 
issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  and  32,969  in  the 
Reference  Library.  The  Lending  Library  issues 
were  8,602  more  than  last  year.  In  the  Reference 
Library  the  number  of  visits  recorded  was  17,223,  a 
decrease  of  716,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  4,628 
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in  the  number  of  works  consulted.  These  figures  do 
not  include  Directories  and  Annuals  which  are 
placed  or  issued  in  the  reading  room. 

In  the  issues  of  books  other  than  Fiction  there 
was  again  a  substantial  increase.  In  1906-7  the  non- 
Fiction  issues  numbered  13,192,  in  1909-10  58,041, 
and  during  the  past  year  66,336. 

The  number  of  ordinary  tickets  issued  to 
borrowers  was  3,935,  an  increase  of  155.  In  addition 
701  Students'  Tickets  were  issued,  an  increase  of  49. 

The  following  table  compares  the  classes  of 
literature  read  now  with  those  read  during  the  first 
complete  year  of  the  Library's  work,  with  those  of  the 
middle  period  (1899-1900),  and  with  those  of  1909-10. 
In  the  first  two  periods  the  Fiction  and  Juvenile 
issues  were  combined.

272  Worn-out  books  withdrawn  from  circulation 
were  replaced  by  new  copies. 
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Seven  books  were  unaccounted  for  at  the  Annual 
Stocktaking,  eight  were  lost  by  default,  thirteen 
were  lost  and  paid  for  by  borrowers,  and  three  were 
stolen  from  the  Reference  Room. 

A  new  and  complete  Catalogue  of  the  Books  in 
the  Lending  Library  was  published  in  August. 

A  census  of  the  attendance  at  the  Reading 
Room  taken  during  the  year  shows  that  there  are  on 
an  average  1,563  persons  daily  using  the  room.  The 
Sunday  attendance  during  the  summer  months 
averaged  223,  and  during  the  winter  months  238. 

The  roof  of  the  Reading  Room,  which  was 
reported  unsafe,  was  rebuilt  and  re-glazed  in  May. 

The  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  were  numerous. 
A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.
